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with diners exceptions and pꝛouiſions ſpecified and conteined in a certain 
inſtrument by them therof made and deliuered vnto the kynges highneſle, 
vnder the ſeale of the archbiſhop of Caunterbury, as in the ſame inſtrumẽt 
echibited in this pꝛeſent parliament moze plainly doth appere, The tenour 
wherofenſueth in thele wordes:

ben diuozſed and ſeparate, contrary to goddis tawe,and ſo the true matry⸗ 
monp both ſolemniſed in the face of the church, andcoſummate with bodi⸗ 
ly knowlege,s confirmed allo with the frute of childzen had betwene them.

Yet neuertheles foꝛ as moche 
as within the city of London, where men of greate experience aſwell in ſpe⸗
